PUBLIC MEETING. 


A public meeting was held in Robertson 
hall on Tuesday evening for the reception of 
the Hon. Sir Mackenzie Bowell, Premier of 
Canada, and Hon. T. Mayne Daly, Minister 
of Interior. The following address was 
presented by the town clerk on behalf of 


the town: 

To the Honorable Sir McKenzie Bowell, 
premier of Canada, and the Honorable 
Thomas Mayne Daly, minister of the 
interior. 

Sirs: The municipal council on behalf 
of the inhabitants at large welcome you to 
the town of Edmonton. 

It must always be a matter of satisfaction 
to the inhabitants of any locality, as it is to 
ourselves, that those who direct the affairs 
of government should come amongst them, 
thus affording the people an opportunity of 
making known their present needs, and 
giving to them an assurance that their 
future needs, as they arise, will be consider- 
ed with an intelligent knowledge of the 
local surrounding circumstances. 

It is with an especial pleasure that we 
find with us the first minister of the crown 
of the government of Canada, and that he 
is accompanied by that one of his colleagues 
whose special care is the welfare of the 
Northwest Territories. 

We take the opportunity now afforded to 
bring once more to your notice matters 
which elsewhere and on other occasions have 
been presented to your consideration, and 
which we believe are the most pressing im- 
mediate wants of the Edmonton district : 
Namely, (1) The erection of a bridge across 
the Saskatchewan river at Edmonton; (2) 
The division of the Alberta electorial dis- 
trict into two, if not three, electorial dis- 
tricts ; apd (3) The appointment of an ad- 
ditional judge of the supreme court of the 
Northwest Territories, who shall reside at 
at Edmonton. 

The necessity of the bridge has long ago 
been admitted, and its erection determined 
upon, but subject to a most burdensome 
condition imposed upon the municipality, 
namely, that the municipality shall bear 
one-quarter of the cost of its erection. We 
have lately learned that we have the as- 
surances of yourselves and your colleagues 
that this condition will be removed at the 
next session of parliament. We trust we 
have been correctly informed in this respect. 

The propriety of a division of the present 
electoria! district has also, we believe, been 
fully recognized by the government, and we 
understand that it has been settled that this 
matter will also be dealt with at the same 
time. 

We trust that the information which you 
will gather during your visit will convince 
you that the claims which have from time to 
time been urged for the placing of a re- 
sident judge at Edmonton are well 
sunntell 

In conclusion, we again welcome you to 
our town, and while expressing the cordial 
pleasure afforded us by your visit, we 
trust that your present tour may be to your- 
selves one of much pleasure and satisfaction.

We trust that you, Sir McKenzie Bowell, 
may be so favorably impressed with the 
country, its resources and its present boun- 
teous harvest, as to repeat this your first 
visit, and that after having personally wit- 
nessed our needs, you wil! use the great in- 
fluence that you possess as Premier, in hav- 
ing them satistied. 

In again greeting you Mr. Daly, we desire 
to thank you personally for the unvarying 
prompt attention and courtesy with which 
our frequent communications have been met 
by you, and we trust that in the future as 
in the past we may still be able to rely on 
your able advocacy in the cabinet of the 
cause of the Northwest. As business men 
we now beg to avail ourselves, Honorable 
Sirs, of your visit to lay before you a re- 
capitulation of the requirements of this 
district. Asa board we have made repre- 
sentations to the government at various 
times on the subject of the bridge, the 
excessive freight rates, the judicial and 
electoral separation from Southern Alberta, 
and other important matters. 

it appears to us that we can never expect 
to have our business properly attended to at 
(ttawa until we have there a member of 
parliament directly representing Northern 
Alberta alone. Without any reflection on 
our present member whose district is too 
large and whose residence is 3) miles away, 
we may be allowed to say that bad we but a 
member it would not now be necessary to 
trouble you on this hurried visit, and Mr. 
Daly continually, with all the details of our 
local requirements, it is obvious that no 
one member can do justice to the diverse 
business of a constitaency eo large and so 
rapidly developing as Alberta. For similar 
and other reasons which we have repeatedly 
eet forth, a judicial and electoral separation 
from Southern Alberta is demanded. We, 
therefore, crave the early compliance of the 
government with our wishes in this respect. 


When, in response to the general agitation 
throughout the Northwest against the ex- 
cessive freight rates of the C. P. R., your 
government appointed a commission to in- 
vestigate the same, we, as a board, prepared, 
at great pains and considerable expense, a 
complete complaint which appeared to us 
and to the commission on its presentation to 
them here, to be unanewerable.

Mr. Bowell in reply said :—I have to thank you 
Mr. Chairman, for giving me time to reflect while 
listening to the melodious strains of the band. I 
also thank you for the very cordial welcome you 
have given us. After the close of the last session of 
parliament I thought it wise to leave the capital and 
take a trip through British Columbia and the North- 
West to try what I could do to find out the actual re- 
quirements of the country. Every public man 
should so make himself acquainted. Some years 
ago I made up my mind that the North-West was a 
great country. At that time I visited Manitoba and 
the southern portion of Alberta. What I have al- 
ieady seen of this part of the country on the train 
yesterday and while driving to-day is a perfect mar- 
vel to me. I as a plain spoken man shall say to-night 
what I believe. You have referred to a number of 
your requirements and I think it well for 
you to ask for all you require and accept all 
you can get, but we have to deal with many por- 
tions of the country, and it may be that one part 
may not get as much as they should while some 
other portions get more than their proportion 
When pointed out to me what the government 
had done for the southern portion of Alberta in the 
way of building bridges and erecting public build- 
ings, I at once conceded that you had similar rights, 
but as you know parliement one year ago made such 
a reduction in the duties on articles in general use by 
the public that the expenditure last year exceeded 
the revenue, and until the equilibrium is restored 
we cannot be so liberal in appropriations of this 
kind as formerly; but as fast as the finances of the 
conntry will warrant it the policy of the government 
is to return the surplus to the people in the way of 
public improvements and the development of the 
country. I did not know on what condition the 
promise of a bridge had been given you but will use 
my influence to fulfil as far as possible all that has 
been promised you. I assure you that the bridge 
matter will be attended to at the next meeting of 
parliament and trust that no promise of my govern- 
ment will be broken. 1 feel proud to tell you that I 
was a member of the government that made the 
bargain with the C. P. R. at the time of the con- 
tract and believe that it was the best contract pos- 
sible at that time. Under that contract the govern- 
ment cannot reduce their freight rates until their 
profite exceed a certain per cent., then we can do so, 
but I think the branch road between here and Cal- 
gery is more under our contro] and if we can de so 
i will do my best te hate the rates on this line 
properly adjusted. 
the railway commissioners is yet printed but will see 
that it is furnished you as soon as possible. The goy- 
ernment are considering the matter of separating 
Alberta for both electoral and judicial purposes but 
have not ret arrived at any conclusion in the matter. 
While you complain that one member cannot proper- 
ly represent eo large a constituency as this, I would 
ask you to remember that my covernment has to not 
only study one portion but to legislate for the whole 
country from the Atlantic to the Pacific, and you 
will agree with me that sometimes we find it very 
hard to satisfy the wants of al. Give us time and 
we will do al! that we possibly can to develop the 
country bere and elsewhere. Our government has 
not assisted any other portion of the country to 
develop coal oil, but as soon as it Was represented to 
us that there was s good prospect of getting oil at 
Athabasca, the government resolved to spend some 
money to test it, but we are not prepared to spend 
any great amount unless we can see something in 
return. Asto the reads to the north I leave Mr. 
Daly to reply tothat. You require better facilities 
for getting to market. This applies to all new 
countries, and as the population increases, this will 
be righted. With regard to the low price of grain for 
the past few years, I] would ask you to remember 
that while 20 years ago England was supplied almost 
entirely from North America, now we have as compe- 
titors, the Argentine Republic, Russia, India and 
Africa all supplying what was formerly supplied by 


Iam not sure that the report of 


America, and that when there is a surplus, the price 

of wheat must come down, and when there isa 

shortage the price will rise. I thank you for haying 

pointed out your many wants and promise you that 

we will consider them all, but do not flatter your- 
| selves that you will get them allatonce. I hdve 
| crossed the river now three times. My drive to-day 
has been a revelation as tothe agricultural capabil- 
ities of the district which I consider rivals the far 
famed Portage Plains and has the advantages of 
abundant wood and coal not possessed there. Iam 
glad to see that you are much more free from frost 
than numerous other parts of the North- 
West and Manitoba, and agree with you 
that you greatly need a bridge. I see that you have 
been slightly touched with frost in some places, but 
do not be discouraged on that account as I can tell 
you that I remember the tine when it was almost 
impossible to raise beans, corn, tomatoes and other 
succulent plants in the county I came from in On- 
tario, but since the country has heen cultivated the 
frosts have disappeared and now summer frosts are 
a thing of the past. I hope I may ere long be able 
to visit this part of the eountry again and hope to 
see that you have prospered as much or more than 
in the past. 


Mr. Daly said: I had the pleasure of yisiting 
your town two years ago and heard ef a bridge, and I 
stated then that I hoped I would not have to come 
back until I could cross the river ona bridge. I 
promised todo allI could to get a sum of money 
placed in the estimates fora bridge. I said that in 
good faith, andIdid get aeum placed in the esti- 
mates. At a public meeting ofthe ratepayers of 
your town, you passed a motion offering t> furnish 
one-quarter or one-third towards towards the cost of 
a bridge,and by a motion of the council the same was 
ratified. Wein asking for the vote in the estimates, 
so represented it to parliament, and it was voted on 
that condition supposing that the town was still 
ready to fulfil that promise. After the passage of 
the amount there was no complaint with regard to 
the amount] asked from you, but complaint was 
made by you asto the location, and after we had 
agreed with you as tothe location and then only did we 
find out that you repudiated ‘your former offer. 
The position now isthat the government will have 
to build the bridge and without the assistance of the 
town. I was so impressed with the necessity of in- 
creased representation for Alberta that I called for

FOREST FIRES. 


Spokane, Wash., Aug. 20. The fires have 
now reached south along the line of the 
Great Northern, and continue with unabat- 
ed fury. Millions of feet of timber have 
already been destroyed. In the] section 
where the flames are now burning several 
small settlements, and a good many settlers 
are scattered throughout the timber, and 
fears are entertained for their safety. In 
Northern Panhandle, Idaho, a wild and un- 
inhabited wilderness the fire is rapidly lick- 
ing up the vast timber reserve. Never be- 
fore in the history of the Northwest, has a 
fire caused so much havoc. Mr. McReary, 
superintendaut of bridges of the Northern 
Pacific, confirms the report of the death of 
four men. They were bridge carpenters, 
and had gone out ona long bridge to ex- 
tingush the fire. Failing in this they sought 
to return, only to find their retreat cut off. 
They leaped from the bridge into the chasm, 
135 feet below, and were dashed to death. 


Tacoma, Wash., Aug. 20. A special from 
Pittsburg says, that the forest fires have re- 
sulted in sparks and pieces of burning trees 
beiug sucked intothe coal mine at that 
poiut, setting the entire mine on fire and 
preventing further work. The mine is de- 
serted, and every air shaft sealed in order to 
smother the fire. The damage cannot be 
ascertained until the fire is extinguished. 

Spokane, Wash, Aug. 20. Passengers 
on the westbound Great Northern train had 
a narrow escape from death last night. The 
train had passed through a fierce forest fire 
for a distance of ten miles. When it reach- 
ed Little Spokane river, about twenty miles 
east of this city, a huge tree tell across the 
track from the mountain above, just as the 
train was passing. The engine struck it, 
causing the train to stop so sudden as to 
throw the passengers violently from their 
seats. The burning tree was dragged 
partially under the cars, and for a moment 
the train toppled to one side. So intense 
was the heat from the forest fire that the 
coaches blistered. The burning tree set 
fire to the mail and baggage cars, but the 
flames were extinguished. With axes the 
traok was cleared and the train succeeded 
in reaching here badly damaged. 

Ssokane, Wash., Aug. 23.—Rain has been 
falling at intervals during the past two days, 
temporarily checking the forest fires, but 
again they have broken out afresh.

LAYING THE CORNER STONE OF 
ALL SAINTS’ CHURCH. 


Monday afternoon last was the occasion 
of the laying of the first corner stone in 
Northern Alberta with masonic honors. 
Un Monday afternoon the corner stone of the 
new All Saints’ church, now being erected 
in Edmonton, was laid by Past Master C. W. 
Sutter acting grand master. A _ special 
communication of the grand lodge was con- 
vened in the Masonic Hall at 4 o'clock. At 
4:15 o'clock the procession was formed and 
marched to the site of All Saints’ church in 
the following order : Edmonton Fire Brigade 
band, Bro. John Coleman, tyler, with 
eword, master masons two and two; past 
masters, Bro James Lauder carrying bible, 
escorted by the two stewarts; Bros. James 
Ross and Joseph Hurssell; principal archi- 
tect, Bro. N. G. Flater; acting grand secre- 
tary, Bro. Jas. McDonald; acting grand 
treasurer, J. A. McDougall; acting grand 
senior warden, R. B. Ferguson carrying 4 
vessel with wine; acting grand junior 
warden, Bro. E. A. Braithwaite, carrying a 
vessel with oil; acting deputy grand master, 
Bro. H. C. Taylor, carrying a vessel with 
corn; acting grand master, C. W. Sutter 
escorted by two deacons, Bros. K. A. Mc- 
Leod and F. D. Osborne. Arriving at the 
site of the cermonics the acting grand 
master ascended a platform prepared for the 
laying of the corner stone and explained to 
the audience the purpose of the assembly 
end called upon the Rev. Bro. Stunden to 
give further particulars for this occasion. 

The Rev. Bro. Stunden then spoke as 
follows : 

Iirethren, a sacred task is about to be 
a A corner stone is about to be 
aid fora house of worship. You have as- 
sembled to witness a symbolical, time-hon- 
ered ceremony, and to testify by your 
presence your —— interest in the erection 
of the projected edifice. Upon this found- 
ation we have resolved to erect a house 
devoted to the worship of the most high, the 
creator and governor of the universe, the 
preserver of all mankind, a house worthy of 
the name we bear and of the religion we pro- 
fess, When this church is completed we 
shall possess anew home wherein to assemble 
and to worship the Lord in the beauty of 
holiness. This stractare will be a noble 
monument to a pious enterprise, a bright 
ornament to our faith and people, and a just 
pride to the citizens of Edmonton. Grada- 
ally this edifice will ree, assume its propor- 
tions and present to the beholder the 
embodiment of the architect’s finished 
design. But not the material however 
costly, not the house however beautiful, not 
the decorations however fine, will give cause 
for congratulation. Urnamented walls are 
without meaning unless man invests them 
with his sentiments, his ideas and his prin- 
ciples. The feelings and sentiments with 
which at a fature day you, my brethren, in 
the faith will enter the portals of these 
walls, will constitute their intrinsic orna- 
ment, “They shall make unto me a 
sanctuary and I will dwell among you,” saith 
the Lord. That is I will animate you with 
my spirit, the spirit of wisdom and under- 
standing, the spirit of counsel and strength, 
the spirit of truth and love, the spirit of 
justice and the fear of God. Such is the 
spirit of religion, such is the spirit of what 
will be taught within these walls. Fellow- 
citizens, the work we have undertaken is a 
noble one ; the response from the congrega- 
tion has been most liberal, and on this 
occasion we would ask for your help and 
contribution, and we feel from our know- 
ledge of the liberality of the people of 
FdAmonton that our appeal will not be ia 
vain. The numerous attendance of our 
fellow -citinens, some to testify their interest 
and sympathy as spectators, others by active 
participation in the exercises of the hour, 
—ma illustrates the lines of the sacred 
mrd: “ehold how good and pleasant a 
thing it is for brethern to dwell together in 
unity.” The corner etone will now be laid 
by the worthy brotherhood whose motto is : 
“Light, truth and charity,” whose prin- 
ciples and practices are in harmony with the 
a. and practices of christianity. As 

liram, King of Tyre, assisted King Solo- 
man in building the first temple, so do we 
ask you, most worshipful sir, to lay the 
corner stone of All Saints’ church, Edmon- 
ton ; 80 do we approach you with the aesur- 
ance of a cheerful response as did King 
Soloman when he called for the aid of one 
of che — architects of our ancient and 
honorable order. 

Mr. G. BR. F. Kirkpatrick then presented 
the acting grand master with an address and 
® handsome silver trowel for the work. The 
acting grand master in accepting the trowel, 
thanked the building committee on 
behalf of the grand lodges and said he would 
always consider it one of his treasures, not 
for ite intrinsie Worth, but asa pleasing 
memento of having laid the first found- 
ation stone of a structure for the worship of 
tiod in Edmonton, or Northern Alberta, by 
the masonic craft. 2 

The following ode was then sung by the 
masons. 

Great Architect of heaven and earth. 

To whom all nature owes its birth ; 

Thou spoke | and vast creation stood, 

Surveyed the work—pronounced it good. 


Lord, here the wants of all supply, 

And fit our souls to dwell on high ; 

From service in this humble place, 

Raise us to praise thee face to face. 

After which a prayer was offered by the 
grand chaplin, Rev. Bro. Stunden, and the 
grand treasurer deposited a tin casket with- 
in the cavity containing the following scroll, 
after being read by the grand secretary. 
“In the name of and by favor of the Great 
Architect of heaven and earth. Oa the 
twenty-sixth day of August, A. D., 1895, A. 
L. 5895, and in the 59th year of our Most 
(sracious Sovereign Victoria, Queen of Great 
Britain, Ireland and the colonies. His Ex- 
cellency, Lord Aberdeen, governor general 
of the Dominion of a. Hon. C. H. 
Mackintosh, lieutenant governor of the 
Northwest Territories. M. W. Bro. 
Charles Napier Bell, Winnipeg, grand 
master of the d lodge of Manitoba. R. 
W. Bro. Corbet Locke, Morden, d 
senior worden.

The corner stone of All Saints’ church, Ed- 
monton, was laid by R. W. Bro. C. W. 
Sutter grand steward for the grand master 
of the grand lodge of Manitoba, ancient 
free and accepted masous, assisted by the 
acting grand officers and brethernof Edmon- 
ton lodge No 53, A. F. & A. M., and cther 
brethern in accordance with the ancient 
usuages of the fraternity which may God 
ever protect and prosper.” 

The corner stone vas then placed 
in position, and the hymn ‘The 
church has one foundation,” was 
sung. The working tools, the square, level, 
and plumb were then applied to the stone 
and their uses explained by the deputy 
grand master and wardens, and the grand 
master pronounced the stone tested by the 
implements of masonry in the following 
words: ‘I find that the craftsmen have 
skillfully and faithfully performed their 
work and I declare the stone to be well 
formed, true and trusty and correctly laid 
according to the rules of our ancient craft, 
and scattering of the elements of consecra- 
tion; the deputy grand master advancing 
first, and scattering wheat on the stone, ex- 
plains the symbol in the words; ‘I scat- 
ter this corn as an emblem of plenty. May 
the blessing of bounteous Heaven be 
showered upon us, and upon this and all 
like noble undertakings, and may T. G. A. 
O. T. U. inspire the hearts of this people 
with virtue, wisdom and gratitude.” The 
grand senior warden pours wine, saying: 
“*T pour this wine as an emblem of joy and 
nw snl May the Great Ruler of the 
Gatvems bless this country and all who are 
in lawful authority over us, and grant that 
religion, freedom, progress and prosperity 
may perpetually prevail, and that the 
voice of joy and thanksgiving may be 
heard everywhere throughout the land.” 

**T pour this oil,” said the grand junior 
warden, advancing, ‘‘as an emblem of peace 
and consolation. May the great disposer of 
events cause peace to prevail more and more 
upon earth, and good will among men,— 
give comfort ani consolation to the sorrow- 
ing and bereaved ; provide and protect the 
widow, the fatherless and the suffering poor; 
and bestow upon us all the consolation of 
His grace in the trials and vicissitudes of 
life.” 

The grand master makes invocation in 
in the following langusge, after which he 
declares the corner stone properly laid: 
‘May the all-bounteous Author of nature 
bless tne people of this place with an abun- 
dance of necessaries, conveniences and com- 
forts of life. May he assist in the erection 
and completion of this undertaking ; protect 
the workmen from accident ; long protect 
the structure from decay and ruin, and 
grant unto us and to ail men an abundant 
supply of corn nourishment, the wine of re- 
freshment and the oil of joy.” 


The Right Worshipful, C. W. Sutter, 
acting grand master, then gave the follow- 
ing address : 

*‘Ladies and gentlemen here assembled be 
it known unto you all that we be true and 
lawful Freemasons, bound by solemn obliga- 
tion to be loyal to our sovereign, to be 
obedient to the laws of our country, to as- 
sist in the erection of structures of public 
utility and of stately, superb and sacred 
edifices, to be servicable to our brethern, to 
practice universal benovelence, and to love 
and serve our Heavenly Father, the great 
architect andruler of the universe. We 
have among us secrets, faithfully transmit- 
ten to us from time immemorial and which 
may not be improperly revealed, but they 
are lawful and honorable and they are 
placed in the custody of Freemasons, who 
have the keeping of them until the end of 
time. Masonry is a noble science of moral- 
ity, and masonry is pure. It is worthy of 
the lawful attention of every man, and 
ought to create in the heart of every student, 
a reverence for diety, love for his fellow- 
man, and a devotion for right dealings. Un- 
less our craft wece good, and our calling 
honorable, we would not have existed in so 
many countries for so many ages, nor would

SUPREME COURT. 

Reserved judgment of Hon. Mr. Justice 
Rouleau in Peter Praden against James C. 
Squarebriggs, Margaret Squarebriggs and 
Emeline Deitz. 

This action was brought by Pruden for an 
order dissolving the co-partnership of 
Squarebriggs & Pruden in the Sturgeon 
river mill business. Also for an accounting, 
also to have the transfer of Squarebriggs to 
his wife set aside as being fraudulent, and 
given to defeat Pruden, also to set aside the 
transfer of Mrs. Squarebriggs to Mrs. Deitz 
as fraudulent, and enacted for the same 
purpose, also the mortgage back to Mrs. 
Squarebriggs, as fraudulent and a sham, 
also the assignment of that mortgage from 
Mrs. Squarebriggs to her father, .James 
Johnstone, of Namao, as being fraudulent. 

The evidence showed that in 1892, Square- 
briggs sold to his wife a three-quarters 
interest in the whole for $1,000, and in 1894, 
a day after this suit was started, she sold 
for $3,600, to the wife of their servant man 
Mrs. Deitz, and Mrs. Deitz on the same day 
gave & mortgage back to Mrs. Squarebriggs 
tor 83,600, and soon after Mrs. Squarebriggs 
assigned her mortgage to her father, and he 
ay no cash but simply his notes for it to 

is daughter. 

The clerk of the court found that Praden 
had suffered $1,200.07 damages through 
Squarebriggs’ conduct. 

His Lordship therefore ordered : 

(1) Dissolution of 20-partnership. 

(2) The setting aside and cancellation of 
all the above transfers, mortgages, etc., as 
being fraudulent, null and void. 

(3) The sale of the property, and out of 
the sale to be paid: (a) A mortgage to the 
Rev. Fathers at St. Albert. (b) $1,200 to 
Praden. (c) Une-quarter of total to Pruden 
as his one-quarter share. (d) All costs to 
Praden.

BY-LAW No. 103. 


A By-Law to provide for the borrowing on the 
credit of the municipality at large, the sum of 
2403.65 for the payment of certain local improve- 
ments made in the year 1394. 

WHEREAS, under and in pursuance of the provis- 
ions of the Municipal Ordinance in that behalf, 
a petition (hereinafter referred t> as Petition 
No. 1) duly signed, was presented to 
the Council of the Municipality of the 
Town of Edmonton asking that that portion of 
Jasper Avenue lying between Second Street and 
Third Street on the Hudson’s Bay Company's 
Reserve, Edmonton, should be graded, and the cost 
thereof be paid by special frontage assessment 
upon the lands fronting on the portion Sanit 
Avenue whereon the improyement was pro to 

e; 

AND WHEREAS, under and in pursuance of the 
rovisions of the Municipal Ordinance in that be- 
half, a petition (hereinafter referred to ss Petition 
No. 2) duly signed, was presented to the Council of 
the said Municipality, asking that a k sidewalk 
be constructed on the south side of Jasper Avenue 
between First Street and Third Street on the 
Hudson's Bay Company’s Reserve, Edmonton, and 
the cost thereof paid by frontage 
assessment upon the lands fronting on the South 
side of the portion of Jasper Avenue whereon the 
improvement was propesed to be mae. 

AND WHEREAS the said improvements were 
made, and the expenditure necessary therefor was 
met by means of temporary loans or advances 
effected in pursuance of the Municipal Ordinance in 
that behalf. 

AND WHEREAS by and in pursuance of By-laws 
in that behalf of the said Municipality, it was ascer- 
tained and finally determined as follows. (a) That 
the probable life of the improvements made under 
each of the above mentiened petitions is ten years 
from the first day of January, 1395. (b) That the 
actual cost of each of the said improvements, in- 
cluding interest properly chargeable thereon, was as 
follows : Of that under Petition No. 1, $83.40 and of 
that under Petition No. 2, $320.25, making in all the 
sum of $403.65. (c) That the value of the land 
chargeable and charged with the special frontage 
rate in each case, (exclusive of all improvemeats 
thereon) was as follows: That comprised in Petition 
No. 1, $8,400.00 ; and that comprised in Petition No. 
2, $9,000.00, making in all the sum of $17,400.00. 
(d) That no portion of the costs of any of the im- 

rovements made under either of the said petitions 
is to be borne by the Municipality atlarge. (¢) That 
the number of feet frontage assessable as aforesaid, 
comprised in Petition No. 1, is 636 feet, and the pro- 
portions in which the cost of the improvements 
made in pursuance of said Petition No.1 is t+ be 
borne is an equal and uniform portion per foot 
frontage of the entire cost of the improvement 
made in pursuance of said Petition No.1; and that 
the number of feet frontage assessable as aforesaid 
comprised in Petition No. 2 is 636 feet, and the pro- 

rtion in which the cost of the improvements made 
in pursuance of the said Petition No. 2 is to be 
borne, is an equal and uniform portion per foot 
frontage of the entire cost of the improvement 
made in pursuance of said Petition No. 2; 


AND WHEREAS by and in pursuance of the said 
By-laws, the cost of the improvements was accord- 
ingly assessed by way of special frontage assessment 
upon the lands fronting on the street whereon the 
improvements were nade, the said cost to be levied 
by a special rate upon the said lands comprised in 
each petition respectively in such manner that there 
should be levied and collected in each year for the 
period ef ten years from and after the first day of 
January, 1895, at the same time and in the same 
manner as the general municipal taxes, such sums 
as should be sufficient in each case to cover the 
arnual interest at the rate of six per cent. per 
aurnum upon the amount of the cost, and form an 
equal yearly sinking fund for the payment of the 
principai of the amount thereof, estimating the rate 
of interest on the investment of the sinking fund at 
five per cent. capitalized yearly. 


AND WHEREAS, for the purpose of repaying 
the said temporary advances or loans and interest 
thereon it is necessary and expedient to borrow on 
the credit of the Municipality at large the said sum 
of $493,65 by the issue of debentures, the principal 
whereof shall be repayable on the 31st day of De- 
cember, 1904, and which shali bear interest 
from the 1st day of January, 1895, payable haif- 
yearly at the rate of six per cent. per annum. 

AND WHEREAS while the said debt is created on 
the credit of the said Municipality at large, the 
Municipality is to collect the same only by way of 
special frontage and assessments. 


AND WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the 
re-payment of the said principal sum by the creation 
of an equal yearly sinking fund 


AND WHEREAS the total amount required to be 
raised by the special rate for the repayment of the 
said debt of $403.65 by means of a sinking fund as 
aforesaid, and the interest thereon as sforesaid is 
256.35, being composed of the sum of $11 70 in re- 
spect of the sum of $83.40, the cost of the improve- 
ments under Petition No. 1, end the sum of $44.65 in 
respect of the sum of 3320.26,the cost of the improve- 
ments under Petition No. 2. 


AND WHEREAS the annual special rate per foot 
frontage for the paying of interest and creating an 
equal yearly sinking fund, for the payment of the 
said sum of $11.70 is 1 85-100 cents per foot frontage 
of the land comprised in Petition No. 1, and the 
annual special rate for the paying of interest and 
cresting an equal yearly sinking fund for the pay- 
ment of the sum of $44.65, is 7 4-100 cents per foot 
frontage on the land comprised in Petition No. 2. 


THEREFORE, the Mayor and Council of the Muni- 
cipality of the Town of Edmonton in Council assem- 
bled, enact as follows : 


1. That this by-law shall come into force on the 
day of the final passing thereof. 


2. The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow on the credit of the Municipality at large, 
the sum of $403 €5 and interest thereon at the rate of 
6 per cent per annum from the first day of January 
1895, and for that purpose may issue one or more de- 
bentures of the Municipality at large, in sums of not 
less than €1C0 each, repayable on the 31st day of Decem- 
ber, 1904, bearing interest at the rate of 6 percent, per 
annum from the 1st day of January, 1895, payable 
half-yearly ; such Debentures to be payable at the 
oftice at Edmonton of the Treasurer of the Munici- 
pality, and to haye attached thereto, coupons for 
the payment of interest. 


3. For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required tobe raised annually for the pay- 
ment of the said interest and creating the equal year- 
ly sinking fund to be set apart for tlt payment of 
the said principal sum of $403.65, there shall be levied 
et the same time asthe general Municipal Taxes in 
each year, during the period of ten years from and 
after the first day of January, 1895, an annual special 
rate, over and above all other rates, of 1 85-100 cents 
per foet frontage on all of the land comprised in 
Petition Nv. 1, and of 7 4-100 cents per foot frontage 
on all the land comprised in Petition No. 2. 


4. The credit of the Municipality is hereby pledg- 
ed for the payment of the said sum of $403.65 and 
interest as aforesaid. .
